* quaint this Nation, eſpecially London 
and /m;nſter, of the Danger the 
Nation may be under by an Invaſion from 
troubleſom and blood-thirſty Enemies both to 
Church and State. I adviſe that the Watch 
may be enlarged, and earher called on 1n the 
Evening, and ſtay longer on their Duty in the 
Morning, in both the Cities. I further adviſe 
it neceſlary, that the Militia, &c. be made uſe- 
ful, ſo that they may be more capable of Ser- 
vice on any Emergency; for the Cities of 
London and Weſtminſter are particularly threat- 
ened. My Reaſon is, that when the Enemy 
fees the Cities ſo cautions, and in ſome Meaſure

As J am ordered by Commiſſion to give this 


Information, I hope you will guard not only 
againſt the foreign, but the many Enemies 


there are in both the Cities againft the Pro- 


teſtant Intereſt. The Expence cannot be — 
to put this Requeſt in Execution: I hope it 

will meet with the Weight that the Greatneſs 
of the Affair, and Welfare of this Nation re- 
quire from your Hands. As to my Character, 
I am a Stranger to you, but beg that you 
would enquire of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 


and ------ Xynaſton Eſq; Member of Parliament 


for Shrewſbury and a Maſter in Chancery, who, 
1 believe, will fully ſatisfy you about it. I con- 
clude with this earneſt Requeſt, That, as the 
Welfare of this Nation, and more eſpecially of 
both theſe Cities, depends on' your Vigilance, 
you will not delay in an Affair of ſo great Con- 
ſequence, but put it in Execution as ſoon as 
the Circumſtances of both Cities will admit.

the Death of the late Queen, the Convention 
with Spain, and the ill Succeſs of it he alſo 


foretold to Sir Robert Walpole and Sir Charles 
Wager, ſome Time before they happened. 

He alſo predicted the Change of the Mini- 
ſtry, and ſeveral other Events, which has con- 
firmed many in the Belief that there is ſome- 
thing extraordinary in it. And _ 

As to the laſt Invaſion, he was the firſt that 
gave the Government Notice of it, and repeat- 
ed his Warning from Time to Time, till at 
length they hearkened to his Intreaties, and 


ſoon after found, by the Accounts from abroad, 
all he had told to be true.
